Will Notify Governor Har- 
ris Next Week—Says He 
Will Retire in Order to Re- 
sume the Practice of Law. 


Chief Justice “Dick” Russell, for nine 
years a member of the bench of the 
state court of appeals, stated yesterday 
afternoon that he will tender his resig- 


week. He will give as his reason, the 
desire to resume the practice of law. 

Judge Russell stated that his resig- 
ation will become effective on or about 
June 1, 

He said that he has not yet decided 
what day he will present the governor 
with his resignation, for the reason 
that he has certain matters of the 
court upon his hands which he wishes 
to complete before he ‘takes up the 
matter of resignation. It will depend 
upon how early he can find his offi- 
cial matters of immediate importance 
satisfactorily disposed of. 

Reasons for Resigning. 

He, gives the same reason for not, 
setting a specific date when his resig- 
tion will become effective. 

“T should not like to have my resig- 
natiog become effective with an un- 
completed case before me,” he. satd: “It 
will, therefore, depend upon the status

'T think, however, that I can say def- 
initely that my ignation will become 
effective oh one of the thrée days be- 
tween May 29 and June 2. 

“My only reasons for resigning are 
that I feel that I have served as long 
as I. should upon the appellate bench, 
and that [. desire to retire to practice 
law. The fact that I am considering 
running for congress will not affect 
my resignation one way or another. I 
told Governor Harris last fall that he 
might expect my resignation this 
spring. At the time I made this state- 
ment, I had not entertained the idea 
of running for congress. It is for this 
reason that I state my resignation is 
not a result of nor in any way affected 
by any aspirations I may entertain to 
another office.” 

Judge Russell was asked whether he 
had decided to run for congress in the 
ninth district. 

He stated that he has the matter un- 
der serious consideration, but that it is 
hardly likely that he will come to a 
decision in the matter for two weeks 
yet. 

Matter ef Successor, 

In reply to a question as to who 
might probably be his successor, Judge 
Russell said: 

‘IT have not the remotest idea. I 


have heard the names of a number of

Mr. Hightower aptly expressed his 
warm relationship with Mr. Hallman 
in the pleasure he felt that, in death 
even, he and his friend were “To rest 
in speaking distance of each other.”

The note made a few requests as to 
the simplicity of funeral arrangementg, 
which were characteristic of the plain 
honesty and simplicity with which Mr. 
Hightower lived out his useful life.

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INFANTRY INACTIVE. 
ALONG VERDUN LINE 


Unfavorable Weather Has 
Halted Operations, Though 
Big German Guns Are 


Active at Various Points. 


London, April 13.—Before Verdun the 
infantry has remained inactive and only 
in the sectors of the northwest, em- 
bracing Hill 804 and the front from 
Le Mort Homme to Cumieres has there 
been heavy work by the artillery. Ber- 
lin reports that unfavorable weather 
is hindering’ infantry operations. 

The Germans in the Lake Narocz and 
Ikskull bridgehead positions on the 
Russian front have attempted to ad- 
vance against the Russians, but in 
each instance, according to Petrograd, 
they were repulsed. Near Baranovichi 
the Russian infantry essayed an attack 
on the Germans, but was oS back. 

On the Austro-Jtalian line, the usual 
bombardments and . infantry attacks 
continue. In Astatic Turkey the Turks 
have delivered powerful counter attacks 
in the Caucasus region against import- 
ant positions recently captured, by the 
Russians, .Their attempts.failed, ac- | 
cording to Petrograd.

formal reservation of the right to 
contest its legality should it be found 
that: American trade was hampered. 

“uae Text of Reply. 

The text of the British reply, in the 
form of a foreign office memorandum 
to Ambassador Page, dated February 


16, and made public by the state de- 


partment tonight, follows: 


“T-have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt’ of your excellency’s note 
of the 26th ultimo relative to the pos- 
sible effectg~of the trading with the 


“enemy (extension of powers) act, 1915, 


on United States commerce. 

“The act was framed with the ob- 
ject of bringing British trading with 
the enemy regulations into greater 
harmony with those adopted by the 
French government since the com- 
mencement of the war by applying in 
some degree the test of nationality in 
the determination of enemy character 
in addition to the old test of domicile, 
whi experience has shown cannot 
provide a sufficient basis under mod- 
ern commercial conditions for measures 
intended to deprive the enemy of all 
assistance, direct or indirect, from na- 
tional resources. 

“His: majesty’s government realized, 
however, that the application of this 
principle to its fullest extent, while en- 
tirely legitimate and in accordance 
wi the practice .of other countries, 
might, if applied. at the present time 
to commercial! activities as widespread 
as those of British subjects, involve 
avoidable inconvenience and loss to in- 
nocent traders. 

“They were careful, therefore, in de- 
vising the’ necessary legislation not 
only to avoid any defense which would 
impose enemy status upon all persons 
of enemy nationality, and associations, 
but also to take powers of discrim- 
ination which would enable them to 
apply the purely commercial restric- 
tions centemplated only in regard to 
those persons from whom it was neces- 
sary in British interests to withhold 
the facilities afforded by 
sources. 


Purely Domestic Law. 


“His majesty’s government has there- 
fore abstained from a course of ag 


‘tion admittedly within their rights as 


belligerents, which is not only the ex- 
isting practice of the French govern- 
ment, but in strict accordance, with the 
doctrine openly avowed_by many other 
states to ‘be the basis upon which their 
trading with the enemy regulations 
would be founded in the event 
of war, and -have confined themselves 
to passing a piece of purely domestic 
legislation empowering them to restrict 
the activities and trade of persons un- 
der British jurisdiction in such a man- 
ner and to such an extent as may seem 
to them to be necessary to the national 
interest. : 

“His majesty’s government readily 
admits the right of persons of any na- 
tionality resident in the United States 
to engage in legitimate commercial 
transactions with any other person. 
They cannot admit, however, that this 
right can in any way limit the right 
of other governments to restrict the 


‘ commercial activities of their nation- 


als in.any manner which may seem de- 
sirable to them by the imposition of 
prohibitions and penalties which, are 
operative solely upon persons under 
their jurisdiction. 

“In claiming this right, which ap- 
pears to them to be inherent in sover-. 
eignty and national independence, his 
majesty’s goverment desires to assure 
the United States government that they 
will exercise it with every possible care 
to avoid injury to neutral commerce, 
and they verture to think that the vol- 
untary limitation of their powers by 
the terms of the trading with the en- 
emy (extension of powers) act, 1915. is 
evidence.:-of their desire and intention 
to act with the greatest possible con- 
sideration for neutral interests.”

Sheriff’s Action in Carry- | 
ing Prisoner to Athens. 


Madison, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)— | 
The prompt action of the sheriff of} 


Morgan county, in hurrying a negro 
to Athens for imprisonment, who had 


assaulted the 14-year-old daughter of} 


a Morgan county man, probably pre- 
vented a lynching today. 

On last Monday the young daugh- 
ter of a farmer, who lives in Durdin’s 
district, this county, about ten miles 
from town, while going home from 
school with. her little sister, was at- 
tacked by a negro and an assault made 
upon her. The negro met her in the 
road in front of a neighbor’s home, 
being accosted by the negro and told 
that the neighbor had left a note for 
her mother and wanted the girl to 
deliver it. The lady was away from 
home at the time and the young girl 
went in the rear of the house to get 
the note. 

The negro, whose name is Ike or 
Henry Perry, accompanied her and, 
when in the rear of the house, seized 
her and attempted an assault. The 
girl resisted the negro with such 
strength and power that he could not 
accomplish his design, her younger sisw 
ter joining in her screams. The screams 
attracted the attention of J. D. Dick- 
son, who was working in a field close 
by, who ran to the scene, but the ne- 
gro had disappeared. He escaped to 
the swamp on Little river. The neigh- 
bors soon gathered and started in pur- 
suit, but could not find the negro. A 
posse was organized and a more dil- 
igent search was made for the culprit, 
but he still could not be found. 

Yesterday the negro was caught in 
Frank Durdin’s barn. He had come 
out of the swamp and secreted him- 
self there and had called upon a ne- 
gro boy to bring him some bread and 
water.

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LET DEMOCRA TS TAKE NOTE! 


What may be characterized as no less an 
opportunity than a duty confronts the demo- 
cratic party of Georgia today, particularly 
in the light of the developments in the two 
factional republican conventions just held 
in this state. 

Both of these republican conventions— 
one in Macon and the other in Atlanta— 
were conspicuous by the fact that the color 
line was altogether eliminated.

Present dem@cratic attitude demands ac- 
cord and harmony. What we want to do, 
what we must do, to maintain that party 
prestige which always has kept and always 
will keep Georgia in the right place as long 
as we remain together, is to maintain a 
solid and irresistible organization that shall 
continue to sweep everything before it. 


We cannot hope to do this if we live in. 


the past; we must consider the present and 
look to the future. We must put the dif- 
ferences of the past behind us, overlooking 
them in so far as possible, and call upon all 
white democrats to rally to the party 
standard.

UNTIL OUR WORK IS DONE. 


*The Carranza demand for the withdrawal 
of the American trgops from Mexico upon 
the alleged ground that Villa’s bandit gang 
has been dispersed, cannot, of course, be 
entertained by the American administration 
in the absence of the definite achievement 
of the duty assigned to the punitive expedi- 
tion, which is the capture of Villa or the 
return with positive assurance that he is 
beyond power to cause further disturbance 
or do further damage on, the American 
border. 

The apparent disposition on the part of 
General Carranza to handle this affair in 
more or less a high-handed manner comes 
in ill taste, to say the least of it. Carranza 
owes his position today to the intervention 
of the United States in association with the 


South American republics, in the effort to 


establish a stable government in Mexico. 
The termination of the career of the revolu- 
tionary bandit Villa is theoretically of 
greater importance to Carranza than to this 
country. With us it is a question of punish- 
ing a criminal; with Carranza, it is a matter 
of eliminating a revolutionary thorn in the 
flesh. ' 

We do not, of course, overlook the weak- 
ness of -Carranza’s present position. He 
stands upon a not very well balanced pedes- 
tal. He must for the moment have eyes on 
every side against revolutionary assaults 
which may come from almost every quarter 
upon hig temporary administration. 

Notwithstanding that, we have gone into 
Mexico to perform a duty of which the 
Mexican government and Mexican people 
have been: fully apprised. The faith of the 
United States is pledged upon that point, 
and in order to avoid the smallest appear- 
ance of suspicion, the American punitive 


expedition has accepted practically every 


condition placed upon it, regardless of the 
difficulties and inconveniences which this 
policy has imposed. 

We not, we must not, and we will 
not. now withdraw until the purposes for 
which that expedition was sent into Mexico 
have been accomplished..: When Villa has 
been captured and his bands dispersed, or 
when unquestionable proofs of his death 
have been furnished, the American troops 
will come back across the border, and not 
until then. 

It comes in exceeding bad grace from 
the provisional ltead of the Mexican govern- 
ment to seek now to interpose diplomatic 
difficulties in the way of the American expe- 
dition. He must be made te understand | 
clearly, but firmly, that the purpose of the 
United States cannot, and will not, be aban- 
doned short of its achievement.

SAYS: TALIAN DUKE) 


Signor Bonanno, Here for Con- 
cert, Says War Is Decided. 
and Germany -Fightjng 
for Terms. 


That the allies have practically won 
the war, and that Germany. is today 
fighting in her last diteh to gain tne 
best terms of peace possible, was the 
opinion: expressed by Signor Raoul S. 
Bonanno, Duke of Misilmeri, shortly 
“after his arrival in Atlanta Thursday 
for the Italian:folk song and grand

Signor Bonanno, who. was born and 
raised in Italy and has kept in close 
touch with European affatrs since the 
war broke out, talked interestingly of 
the situation Thursday evening at the 
Ansley hotel, where he is stopping, 
when asked his opinions on the war.

Bonanno was in Paris and had concert 
engagements for six months in ad- 
vance.

More mission schools for boys in 
foreign lands was recommended by Miss 
Belle Bennett, president of the Coun- 
cil. of Woman’s ‘Missionary Workers, 
when. she addressed that body yester- 
day morning in the Wesley Memorial 
chapel. Miss Bennett's message was 
the feature of the opening session, and 
her impressive presénce. her grace of 
expression, incidentally added to the 
inspiration of what she had to say. 

Miss Bennett explained that so far 
the majority of the mission schools 
established by the Council of Metho- 
dist Women in foreign lands were for 
the education and training of women 
and children. In some ‘of the schools 
boys are admitted up to the age of 
twelve. She believed that the schools 
for women and girls far from being 
decreased in number, should be in- 
creased, especially in the intermediate 
and grammar schools, but that there 
should be schools established for boys. 

“If we accept the family as the unit 
for civilization,” Miss Bennett argued,

responsibility in the construction of 
the home aé surely as the woman is 
taught.”

French and Russian Ex- 
change Continue Sag. 


New York, April 13.—The_ stock 
market was t wn into a state of 
confusion today overnight advices 
which heightened fears of a rupture 
with Germany.and additional compli- 
cations with Mexico. Selling was per- 
sistent, if not urgent, from the outset 
and continued at increasingly lower 
level almost to the end. Such support 
as was offered at irregular intervals 
exercised little effect, final prices 
showing only feeble rallies. 

Mexican shares were under pro- 
nounced pressure, Mexican Petroleum 
declining 6% to 102% : Greene Cananea 
3% to 46, Texas Company 56 to 189 and 
American Smelting 3% t6 98. War 
shares and those equipments and in- 
dustrials, which have more or less 
claim to that description were affceted 
to a like extent while the automo- 
bile group was depressed even more,

Shipping issues were lower by 2 to 
3 points and coppers lost 1 to 2 points, 
with as much as 3 for American Zinc. 
Shares of no especial classification 
yielded with the general run of stocks, 
dealings embracing an unusually large 
number of stocks. 

United States Steel more than any 
other former leader, contributed to the 
unsettlement by falling 1% to 82%; 
its lowest price in many weeks, on a 
very large overturn. The weakness of 
Reading made that stock conspicuous 
among fails, and Canadian Pacific, 
Union and Southern Pacific, Eries, St.
